The sighting oecurred on “riday last, the 15*%h. inst., and we were in a car parked

Entrance to the site is gained throuzh a gateway off tne “aroondah Nizhway, cetween 
Mansfield and -aindample. The aky was cloudless, and from our elevated vosition at 
the Paps, we nad a clear view to the Sastward, and the street and house lishts of 
Mansfield could be plainly seen in front of us. The car was facing Sast, 


AG about 9:30 pm we heard a faint whirring sound like the wind causes in 

telephone wires, but there was not a breath of wind, and as far as i know no televhone 
wires in the vicinity. Within a matter of seconds an ob jest dronced into view directly 
in front of us at about 300 yards distant. im profile, the otject isoked like a mushe 
room, complote with short stem. We notised two small sreen licshts facing downwards on 
the underside of the mushroom, When atout 200 Peet above the "round, the obtect ceased 
to drop, and remained stationary, the eroen lichts being immediately extinwiisnad, and 
the wairrins sound seemed to become louder, 


ror at least 10 minutea we had a ahs view of the objec at, wh wnicn was circular, and 
at least 150 feet in diameter, In deacent it looked in orotile . <8 a mushroom, but 
wnen stationary, we could clainily see uns the profile was similar to vo saucers 
with their edzes com ag fue rim was in bright metal, lixe aluminium in aposerance, 
and alout 12 feet wide, ‘the rest of the obsect, including the stem, was tull. The 
atem a>ceered to Cte auet 20 feat in diameter, and atout 25 feet in lenzth. ‘from the 
bottom of the stem to the tor of the object seemed to be atout 50 feet. 


After the 10 minutes ™ leard the drone of a vlane and saving previously alighted 
from the car to have a better view of the Saucer, we saw the navigation lichts indi- 
cating that the plane was travelling Yorthwards, Almost similtaneously the whirring 
sound from the Saucer ceased, and it made a rapid vertical ascent, emitting a yellow 
gaseous bignt from the bottom of the stem, ‘% estimated that the time wes then atout 
3:40 pm. <n attaining about 5000 feet, the gaseous light trom the stem ceased, and a 
similar licht appeared on che side of the stem, and the Saucer then proceeded horie 
zontally at a terrific speed in the direction of the plane. %n completion of the 
sirele, which was a wide one, the Saucer then headed towards us, and in the matter of 
seconds was again overhead at atout 3000 feet. The green lights appeared under: the 
Saueer, and on opposite sides cf the stem, and the descent immediately commenced, and 
the Saucer became stationary in what appeared to us, to be the same rosition thet it 
had occupied before leaving to pursue the plane, ated a few minutes ctreviously, We 
estimated the time to be atout 9:50 pm. 


We then decided to leave, and immediately the car lights were turned on}. & green 
light apreared momentarily facing us, and from the edge c? the Saucer, in the middle 
of the tricht band. There was a sudden roar at the same time, and the Saucer departed 
leaving a stream of yellow zaseous lizht, ‘Seing emitted from the side of the stem.
